Upon completion of the fund 
drive, TSUD personnel had con-

cials, With matching funds from the 
TSUD Foundation, the SelfHelp 
Committee will be working to allo- 
“cate $35,000.00 to benefit programs 

and services at the University.

The globe and torch is the official 
logo for the Troy State University 
System and its components. The fol- 
lowing guidelines have been 
developed by the TSU System 
University Relations Committee and 
approved by Chancellor Hawkins to 
ensure effective and consistent use of 
the logo: 

1. The official logos may appear in 

‘one of three configurations: 

A. the globe and torch; 

B. the globe, torch and the 

university wordmark; 

C. the globe, torch, the univer- 

sity wordmark within two circles. 


2. Each logo configuration must 
be reproduced from authorized 
reproductions and cannot be 
redrawn, reproportioned, or 
modified in any way. 

3. The official rendering of the 
globe and torch may bé used as 
a piece of art separate and apart 
from the circles or wordmark. 

4, The complete logo must always 

. be reproduced in the official 
configuration, completely, not in 
parts or with any parts 
eliminated or rearranged. 

9., The system or campus name is 

' set.in Windsor Bold type. 

6. The university logo may be 
reproduced in two colors (red 
and black) or all one color. 

7. The logo should appear on all 
university publications and 
printed materials. The logo may 
be used as identification on 
other university-related items 
such as books, notebooks, sweat- 
shirts, or other premium items. 

8. Camera-ready copies of the’ 
logo may be obtained from the 
University Relations Office in 
Malone Hall. 

9. The official colors of the Troy 
State University System and its 
individual campuses are red 
(PMS 193), black, and enhancer 
silver, 

As stated in previous correspon- 

dence, all TSUD publications and 
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uses of the logo are to be approved by 
the Vice President for Student Af- 
fairs and Development. Members of 
the Administrative Council have 
copies of the complete TSU System 
Visual Identity Program.
